THE  FRANC  THROUGH  THE  AGES 


Whenever  we  hear  the  word  "franc" 
we  automatically  think  of  France  be- 
cause francs  have,  for  many  centuries, 
been  identified  with  France.  Yet  there 
are  francs  in  Belgium  and  Switzerland, 
and  at  one  time  during  the  19th  Century, 
even  in  such  portions  of  Italy  as  Lucca, 
and  Savoy.  Francs  are  also  used  in 
all  French  possessions  overseas,  in 
the  Kingdom  of  Albania  until  World 
War  II,  and  as  "gold  franc,  " the 
French  denomination  has  been  a kind 
of  international  currency  throughout 
the  world,  especially  in  Europe. 

The  word  "franc"  means  "frank,  " 
that  is,  to  be  free,  and  was  attached  at 
first  to  a Germanic  people  who  settled 
in  parts  of  ancient  France.  Around 
500  A.D.  the  Franks  became  the  ruling 
state  within  France  and  the  word 
"France"  began  to  take  on  its  present- 
day  meaning.  However,  it  was  not  un- 
til the  Kingdom  of  the  French  Kings 
was  well  established  that  the  first  coin 
called  a "franc"  made  its  appearance. 

During  the  13th  Century,  a thin  gold 
coin  bearing  a standing  figure  of  the 
king  became  a much  sought-after 
standard  gold  piece  that  was  imitated 
in  many  other  countries  later,  notably 
the  Lowlands  and  Italy.  This  coin  was 
known  as  "Franc  a pie,  " meaning 
"Franc  with  the  standing  figure,  " to 
distinguish  it  from  another  similar  gold 
coin  showing  an  armored  horseman, 
and  known  as  "Franc  a cheval,  " or 
Franc  with  the  horse."  The  standing 
figure  type  was  by  far  more  popular 
and  eventually  became  known  simply  as 
"franc.” 

With  the  gradual  decline  of  economic 
conditions  towards  the  close  of  the  16th 
Century,  the  gold  franc  made  way  for  a 
silver  franc,  roughly  the  equivalent  of 
a dollar- size  silver  coin,  although 
somewhat  lighter.  It  had  the  bust  of 
King  Henry  on  the  obverse  and  a cross 
on  the  reverse.  The  silver  franc  con- 
tinued to  be  issued  until  the  silver  ecu 
or  dollar  of  Louis  XIII  gave  France  its 
first  true  silver  Crown.  From  about 
1640  to  the  French  Revolution,  the 
franc  disappeared  from  the  French 
currency  system.  But  the  fall  of  the 
monarchy  made  the  French  Governmeit 
look  for  a new  denomination  that  could 
better  express  their  break  with  the  old 
traditions.  At  first,  they  called  their 
new  unit  "llvre"  or  "pound." 

Crowns  of  six  livres  stiver  replaced 
the  old  Royal  ecu,  but  the  six -unit 
system  proved  inconvenient;  besides, 
the  term  "pound"  also  gave  rise  to  con- 
fusion with  the  weight  unit  of  that  time

Thus,  in  1794,  it  was  decided  to  re- 
place the  old  slx-livres  coins  with  new 
5 Franc  pieces,  showing  the  Hercules 
group  (in  the  Louvre  Museum)  on  the 
obverse  and  the  value  on  the  reverse. 
This  type  was  repeated  year  after  year 
and  revived  twice  during  subsequent 
republican  governments,  even  as  late 
as  the  end  of  the  19th  Century. 

From  1795  to  World  War  I,  the 
5 Franc  piece  was  of  uniform  weight 
and  size  and  a franc  was  roughly  the 
size  and  value  of  an  American  25  cent 
piece. 

Came  the  end  of  the  war  and  Inflation, 
even  among  the  victors . Only  paper 
money  was  issued  until,  in  1921,  the 
French  Chamber  of  Commerce  issued 
a small  brass  coin  of  1 Franc,  worth 
a fraction  of  its  silver  pre-war  equi- 
valent. In  American  money  it  varied 
between  seven  and  three  cents.  During 
World  War  II,  this  franc  coin  changed 
its  metal  to  the  cheaper  aluminum, 
worth  only  about  a quarter  of  a cent 
now.  The  post-war  period  did  not  im- 
prove French  economic  conditions  and 
today  no  franc  coins  are  issued  at  all. 

A franc  no  longer  buys  anything. 
Nothing  less  than  a 5 franc  piece  makes 
sense  in  the  currency  system.

BOONE  MEMORIAL  HALF  DOLLAR 

This  coin  commemorates  both  the 
200th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Daniel  Boone  and  the  Pioneer  Year  as 
designated  by  the  American  Order  of 
Pioneers,  Inc.,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Boone  was  born  near  the  present  site 
of  Reading,  Pa.  In  1775  he  led  to  Ken- 
tucky a party  of  settlers  who  founded 
Boone sborough,  long  an  important 
settlement.  Boone  died  in  1820  at  the 
age  of  86  yfears.  In  1845  his  body  was 
removed  to  Frankfort,  Kentucky,  where 
a monument  has  been  erected  to  his 
memory. 

The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  these 
coins  were  to  be  used  to  purchase,  and 
turn  over  to  the  Federal  Government, 
four  shrines  of  Boone  history  -- 
Boone  sborough,  Boone's  Station,  Bryans 
Station  and  Blue  Licks  Battlefield.  The 
shrines  were  to  compose  the  Pioneer 
National  Monument,  created  by  Con- 
gress at  the  request  of  the  Kentucky 
Commission.  The  monument,  or  park, 
was  to  parallel  the  Colonial  National 
Monument  in  Virginia. 

OBVERSE:  Portrays  Boone  facing 
left,  at  the  age  of  forty- one  to  forty- 
eight  years,  at  the  time  of  his  great 
career  as  a pioneer  in  Kentucky.  No 
portrait  of  Boone  was  made  until  short- 
ly before  his  death  in  1820  and  this  is 
the  conception  of  the  sculptor,  Mr. 
Lukeman,  after  consulting  various 
descriptions  of  the  pioneer.  Above, 
"United  States  of  America,  " below, 

"Half  Dollar. " 

REVERSE:  There  is  depicted  Chief 
Black  Fish  of  the  Shawnees,  negotiating 
a treaty  with  Boone  on  the  eve  of  the 
memorable  nine -day  siege  of  Fort 
Boonesborough  in  September,  1778. 
Boone  had  just  escaped  from  several 
months  captivity,  during  which  time 
Chief  Black  Fish  had  adopted  him  as 
his  son  and  named  him  "Black  Turtle." 
Boone  is  shown  in  pioneer  garb,  gun  in 
hand,  and  Chief  Black  Fish  has  a 
raised  tomahawk.  Above,  "E  Pluribus 
Unum"  and  near  edge,  "In  God  We 
Trust."  To  left  of  Boone,  'Daniel 
Boone  Bicentennial,  " and  below  is 
pictured  Fort  Boonesborough.  To  right 
of  Chief  Black  Fish,  "Pioneer  Year,  " 
and  below,  the  rising  sun  coming  over 
the  horizon;  below,  "1934." 

The  coin  was  designed  by  Augustus 
Lukeman,  New  York  sculptor,  and  dies 
were  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 

However,  the  coins  were  struck  at  all 
three  mints.
